'Tis plain the Nation in general thought this 
Bill the propereſs Method in order to thoſe great 
Ends. For it paſs'd in two Seſſions by a great 
Majority of-the Peoples Repreſentatives, being 

| loſt by a very ſmall Majority in the Lord's Houſe, 
And by whatever Ways they were brought to re- 
ject the Bill the laſt Seſſions, tis certain that the 
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Winter before, the Lords agreed to the farther 
See their Pro. Meaſures propos d by the Commons, to allow neither 
ceedings p. 30. Diſſenters nor Occaſional Conformiſts any ſhare in 
Pi P31" the Government. For they own'd it to be a ſcan- 


dal to Religion, that Perſons ſhould Conform only 
for a Place; — and that if they can Conform for a 
Place, much more ought they to do ſo in compliance 
with the LAW, and for the ſake of UNITY. By 
which it is evident, that the Lords could not 
then think that this Bill ght tend to create Diſ-

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union and Diſcord; that their Lordſhips were of 


Opinion, that notwithſtanding the Toleration , 
the LA does ſtill require Conformity; and 
that the whole Nation ſuppos'd that a Bill againſt 
Occaſional Conformity would promote the true In- 
tereſt of England. And we know that Her Maje- 
ſty has aſſur d us that nothing ſhall be wanting on 
Her part to purſue that Intereſt, and to make us all 
Safe and Happy. Now my Lord of Sarum has too 
good a Memory to forget the Premiſſes, and is 
too juſt a Reaſoner to draw a falſe Concluſion 
from them: Beſides, he has too profound a re- 
ſpect for Her Majeſty to pervert Her Royal 
Words: Hence I argue that the Speech is ſpuri- 
ous. Asallo 

3dly, Becauſe this Speech reflects very ſevere- 
ly on the Memory of our glorious Reformers, and 
on the Reformation; which according to this 
Speech, retains, Blemiſhneſs not eaſily wiped off : 


Whereas it is well known what Honour the Bi- 


ſhop of Sarum has done to the Reformation by 
his learned Labours. Add to this, that his Lord- 
ſhip is too good an Hiſtorian to be ignorant that 


the Capital Proceedings in thoſe Reigns were either 


for Treaſon or Blaſphemy. And ſure it was 
time for Q. Elizabeth to look about her when 


firming that all thoſe who took not his part, 
were Traytors to God, his People and their 
Country. As for that Maxims of the great Queen 
in relation to Diſſenters of all ſorts, every body

TWalfingham's Letter to Monſ. Critoy. And I am 
fure his Lordſhip's great Reading and Experience 
muſt needs convince him, that what Indulgence 
ſoever may be us'd in matters of mere Religion, 
yet State Hereſs are to be more narrowly watch'd 
by all prudent Governments. And that whoe- 
ver they be that ſet up any Authority above the 
Prince, whether Pope or People, making him 
accountable to them, and liabte to be depos'd at 
Pleaſure, let the Men of this Principle be Pa- 
piſts, Diſſenters, or Churchmen, or of what de- 
nomination you pleaſe, they ought never to be 
admitted into the Adminiſtration, for they will 
certainly embroyl it. And therefore no Govern- 
ment, that means to be ſafe, and to make neceſ- 
fary Proviſion for its own lawful Security, can e- 

ver employ them. V 88 
| 4thly, Becauſe my Lord is known to be a Ma- 
| ſter of Senſe and Expreſſion, whereas the Ma- 
1 ker of this Speech has not 'manag'd his part 
} adroitly, but has fallen into weak Reaſonings 
beneath that learned Prelate, and even itto 
Contradictions. For Inſtance, f. The Speech 
1 will have it, that Mr. L—y's Writing for the 
Bill, gives 4 juſt ſuſpicion, But Mr. L. has alſo 
wrote againſt the Quakers, has taken as much, 
or more Pains, than any Man to expoſe that Sect, 
who yet are generally reckon d to be Jacobites. 
What follows? Is his Zeal againſt Quakeriſm , 
7 with 4 View to that, to which the Maker of this 
i Speech, without any ptoof, ſuppoſes' the Pro- 
moters of this Bill are driving? 2. The Danger 
of raiſing Diſcontents or Apprehenſions in great num- 
bers 
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bers at home, which the Speech uſes as an Argu- 
ment againſt the Bill, is a ſtronger Argument for 
it. We find by the Peoples Repreſentatives, that 
the Body of the Nation are ſet upon it. They 
have their jſt Suſpicions and Apprehenſions; the 
Ruine of the Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Government, 
in the Reign of Her Majeſty's Grandfather; the 
diſmal Miferies of thoſe Days, whoſe evil Conſe- 
quences {till affe& us, and therefore cannot be for- 
gotten; beſides the Management, &c. which 
ſome will tell you has been more lately us'd, may 
juſtly allarm them: And therefore they think 
that now or never 15 the time for them to provide 
fortheir own Safety, and the Security of the Eſta- 
bliſhment in Church and State. And they think 
they have greater reaſon to'do this, becauſe rhe 
Fury (to uſe the terms of the Speech) with which 
this Bill is oppos d, does heighten the Jealouſie; for 
what great matter could this Bill produce, what 
hurt could it do them, if there were not ſomembat 
under their Clamours againft it, and if they were 
not afraid that it ſhould put a ſtop to ſome De- 
ſign, Which it is not yet ſeaſonable for them to 


on? Now ſince the Friends of the Conſtitution 


who promote the Bill are ſo numerous and ſo 
conſiderable, they are certainly able to give Diſ- 
turbance, and therefore the ſtate of our Affaire 
makes it yet more unſeaſonable to diſoblige them. 
If they are too honeſt to give Diſturbance, they 
are alſo too honeſt to have thoſe underhand De- 
figns, which this Speech would impute to them. 
And ſetting theſe ſuppoſed Deſigns afide, which 


none but the Objectors know of, there ſeems to be

The Paragraph about the 
Title of the Bill, is not at all to the point, and 
therefore my Lord would have been more ingenious 
than to have offer d at an Argument from a Caſe 


not rightly put. Nor will it follow, that becauſe 


Diflenters are Tolerated in matters relating to their 
own Conduct only, that therefore they muſt be 
Tolerated in Practiſes dangeronsto the Government. 
If their Children do come over to the Church, 
*tis more than they defire, elſe to what pur- 
poſe are they ſo diligent in breeding up, a 
Succeſſion of Diſſenters in their private Aca- 
demys? BEI N 

Then as for Contradictions, we are inform'd of 
the happy Calm the Nation is nom in; but in the ve- 
ry beginning we are told hom much Heat this mai: 
ter has raid, and afterwards, of Apprehenſions, 


Fury and Jealouſie. And truly, by the Pamphlets 


cry d about every Day, and by all that the Diſ- 
ſenters have writ ever ſince Her Majeſty's Acceſſi- 
on to the Throne, even before a Bill againſt Oc- 
caſional Conformity was mention d, it does not 
appear that there is, or has been, any happy 
Calm on their ſide. 2., This Speech makes my 


Lord profeſs himſelf and his Brethren Diſciples 


of the Croſs; and a while after it makes him tell 
us, that the late King deliuer d us from all our Fears 
and Dangers, and that to him we owe our preſent 


Happineſs. 


Happineſs. Now how true ſoever it is that his 
Majeſty deliver'd us from the Fears and Dangers 
of loſing our Eſtates, what have the Diſciples of 
the Croſs to do with ſuch a Deliverance King 
William's Buſineſs was to ſecure the Church of En- 


gland in her Poſſeſſions and Grandeur; whereas 


the Buſineſs of the Diſciples of the Crols, is to 
quit all for Chriſt's Sake. And it is very certain 
that upon whatever Heroick Principles the late 
Revolution was founded, it was not brought a- 


bout by the Doctrine of the Croſs. It is there- 
fore mal d propos to put us in mind of that explo- 
ded Doctrine. 3. We are told in the ſame breath 


of Queen Elizabeth s Severity and of her Indulgence. 
Now if the one is to be imputed to her, ſhe can't 
be charg'd with the other ; for l believe it will 


be allow'd on all Hands, that her Adminiſtration 


was not a weak and changeable, but a ſteady. Go- 
vernment. 4. Not only from ſeveral Expreſſions 


in this Speech, but from my Lord's Character and 


the great Poſt he fills, it muſt be concluded, that

for he has too much Honour to eat of her Bread 
and lift up his Heel ag \ her.

all Welch it appears, that it is a Contradiction 
for that Man to pretend to be a Friend to the 


Church, who is for ſuch a making up of the Dif- 
ferences between the Church and the Diſſenters. 
And farther, the Paragraph about High Church 
either proves nothing or proves too much; for 
if the Writer of this Speech is not for the Church 
of England, as by Law Eſtabliſ d, he would do 
well to tell us to what Church's Intereſt it is that 
he has always adher'd. 

Fifthly, Becauſe I find Diſingenuity in this 


Speech, I conclude that my Lord is not the Au- 


thor of it. The Speech would inſinuate that 
Terms of Diſtinction are rais'd by the Friends of 
the Bill on purpoſe to I ur; whereas, what- 
ever the Deſign may be, all the World knows 


that the Names of Diſtin&ion come from the o- 


ther Party, who take upon them to impoſe what 
Names they pleaſe on ſuch as are not deſirous of 
any; and they have their End in it. For it is 
but drefling Men up in Bear's Skins, -atid there 


will be Dogs enow to bait them. The Maker of 


this Speech tells us plainly, he kows zo High Church, 


but the Church of Rome. Hence it follews. that 
they would have the World believe that what they 


call High. Church is Popery, and that thoſe 
whom they brand with the Name of High _ 
. Church-men are Papiſts; which is a moſt outra- 


gious

People will quickly find a Name, tlio they them-

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gious Injury to the Legal Eſtabliſhment by ſuppo- 
ſing it Popiſhz and to thoſe worthy Gentlemen 
who are call'd High Church- men only for keep- 
ing up to this Eſtabliſhment, by ſuppoſing moſt 
unjuſtly that they aim at Popery. Storys are 
made and publickly reported of other Men beſides the 
Head of his Lordſhip's Order, which are not ſo; 
as his Lordſhip knows, as alſo by whoſe Rela- 
tions and Dependencys they are vented ; and there- 
fore he would be more Ingenuous than to lay all 
the Storys on one fide. Nor would he be guilty 
of that Diſingenuity which runs thro the Speech. 
The ſuppoſing the Bill is but a Step to no Body 
knows what ; and that there is ſomewhat, a Gun- 
powder Treaſon, no doubt, under it; (tho in the 
beginning of the Speech it is ſuppos'd to be well 
intended) Much leſs would his Lordſhip make 
that odious Compariſon between the Bill and the 
Inquiſition. 


For my Lord is not ignorant of the unble- 
miſh'd Chara&er of thoſe who promote this 


Bill in both Houſes. To go no: farther than 


the Biſhop's Bench, the very worthy Archbiſhop 
of Tork, the Biſhop of London, who ſhew'd 
ſuch an eminent Zeal againſt Popery, and the 
reſt of thoſe learned and ' pious Prelates who 
voted for this Bill, are incapable of any Deſigns 
that they are aſham'd to own. But it is an old 


Trick, as that noble Hiſtorian whom we have read Vol. r. p. 75; 
with Pleaſare informs us, to awaken the Peoples 


Minds to a Jealouſie, as if ſomewhat more was in- 
tended than was propos d, for which they. know the 


ſelves 
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ſelves are the only Men that aim at Innovations. 
There is alſo a Diſingenuity, or if you will, a 
Jeſuitical Diſtinction, in the Obſervation upon 
the Corporation and Teſt Ade. Will any Hiſtorian 
conclude that the Romans allow'd a Man to kill 
his Parents, becauſe there was not 4a Clauſe or 4 
Word in any Law of theirs to forbid ir ? Surely 
Church of Enalandmen by enacting that no Man 
ſhould have an Imployment, but who was at that 
Time a Member of that Church, intended he 
ſhould always continue to be ſo, For they could 
not reaſonably ſuppoſe that he who had been 
once a ſincere Member of the Church, would ever 
forſake her for a Diflenting Congregation z and 
we can't have ſo ill an Opinion of our Law- 
givers as to ſuppoſe they intended to encou- 
rage Hypocriſie. | 5 
Once more, if it is true that the Numbers of 
the Diſſenters are ſo conſiderably abated, at leaſt 
a fourth, if not a third part, which I wiſh may be 
true, but is more than I can hear of from any o- 
ther Hand; then ſince they were always a much 
leſs number than the Church, and are now ſo 
conſiderably leſſen d, there can be no great danger 
from their Diſcontent. But ſome Peoples way 
of arguing is very pleaſant, the Diſſenters ſhall 
be a very formidable Party, when the Buſineſs is 
to raiſe your Fears of offending them; but they 
ſhall dwindle to nothing and be inconſiderable, 
when the Deſign is to allay your Fears of being 


hurt by them.. | 


Sixthly, This Speech miſrepreſents his Lord- 
ſhip; for tho his Charity may prompt him to * 
* the 
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the Common Agent of the Diſtreſſed, yet ſince there 
are many in Diſtreſs beſides fuch pernicious Per- 
ſons as Papiſis and Jacobites, his concern for the 
Proteſtant Religion would not ſuffer him to be 
particular in his Favours towards theſe, except 
upon the laudable Deſign of converting and 
bringing them over to the right ſide; ſo that his 
Kindneſs towards this fort of People, ought to be 
aſcrib'd to his Zeal and Concern for the Common 
Cauſe, and not to his Moderation; for all the 
World knows that his Lordſhip is not of a Luke- 
warm Temper. 

Seventhly, That Wantof Charity which I mect 
with in this Speech forbids me to aſcribe it to that 


Reverend Prelate. Beſides the Want of Charity to 


the Faithful Fathers and Sons of the Church, in 
ſuppoſing them to have Deſigns they are incapa- 
ble of, and that they declare againſt; this Speech 


is uncharitable even to Diſſenters; for it ſuppo- p. 4. 


ſes they would ſo far prefer their own Private In- 
tereſt before the Publick Good, even now that 
All is at Stake, their Country, their Laws and Li- 
berty, and the Proteſtant Religion, as to give 
Diſturbance at home, and aſſiſt the Deſigns of the 
common Enemy, unleſs they be humour'd and 
cocker'd in every thing. 

Lafily, And which is an inconteſtable proof, 
this Speech lays a heavy Aſperſion upon Her Ma- 
jeſty, and therefore it can't be the Biſhop of Sa- 
rum 8s. Allowing that the Promoters of the Bill 
had an aim at the Toleration; allowing that 
they ſhould bring in a Bill to repeal it, and that 
this Bill ſhould paſs the Houle of Lords; What 


then? 
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then? the Diſſenters are ſtill ſafe, their Tolera- 
tion as firm as the Laws of the Medes and Perſi- 
ant, they may reſt ſecure and ſatisfy'd (unleſs no- 
ching will ſatisfie them but the Ruin of the Eſta- 
bliſh'd Church) for Her Majeſty has aſſur'd them, 
She is firmly reſolu'd to maintain that AF. And 1 
hope we are not yet, or ever ſhall, come to that 
paſs, as that an Ordinance of one or both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, ſhall go for a Law without 
the Royal Aſſent. So that unleſs they mean to 
inſinuate that Her Majeſty is in the Conſpirac 
againſt this Darling Toleration Act, all their 118. 
nuations are to no purpoſe. I am, Ge. 
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
